SIX-FOOT GOLD VEIN UNCOV- 
’ J2RED AT COPPER LAKE 


The Pas, Man., Aug. 28.—Details of 
the gold discovery made at Copper 
Lake by J. P. Gordon, show that he 
uncovered a vein six feet wide, with a 
four-inch streak of quartz and gold, 
with a determined volume of 60 per 
cent. 

Gold samples have arrived here con¬ 
taining wire leaf and nugget gold and 
in one sample the wire gold was hold¬ 
ing quartz together. Commis¬ 
sioner Wallace has issued a statement 
saying that no similar rich discovery 
has ever come under his notice. Gor¬ 
don says that he sunk a test pit three 
feet down and the yellow metal was 
seen down the side of one wall and 
freely upon the bottom. The forma¬ 
tion surrounding the discovery is a 
granite schist, located in a small basin 
of Copper Lake. 

A rush of prospectors and mining 
■men has taken place and the town is 
emptied of every Available man.

TREATYJVITH GERMANY 

The Peace Treaty which Germany 
unconditionally signed binds her as 
follows: 

1. Her territory in Europe is reduc¬ 
ed from 208,825 to 172,000 square 
miles; her population is reduced from 
06,000,000 to 64,000,000. She loses 
all her colonies. 

2. Portions of Germany go to Po¬ 
land, Czechoslovakia and Belgium. 
Danzig Is internationalized, and pleb¬ 
iscites will tie taken in Upper Silesia, 
East Prussia, Schleswig and the Saar 
district to determine their national 
status. 

3. The German army must be reduc¬ 
ed by March, 1920, from 2,000,000 to 
100,000 men; the navy from 41 battle¬ 
ships and 49 cruisers to six battlea- 
ships and six cruisers. Germany 
must not maintain any military or 
uaval air forces. 

4. All German forts for 60 kilome¬ 
tres east of the Rhine must be dis¬ 
mantled and all fortifications in Heli¬ 
goland demolished. 

6. Germany may produce but little 
wor material and cannot trade in it. 
She must open the Kiel canal to ship¬ 
ping of all nations, and the Allies will 
occupy certain districts for fifteen 
years or until she makes full repara¬ 
tion. 

6. She must pay all damages to the 
Allied Governments and pay civilians 
for the losses they have sustained. 
Her first payment is 6,000,000,000 
f rancs. 

7. She consents to the trial of the 
kaiser and all others chargeable with 
bringing on the great war. 

ALBERTA’S SHARE $12,500,000 

The amount to be raised this year 
by the third Victory Loan Campaign 
will be $12,500,000 and the bonds are 
not to be excepted from taxation. 
The date for the floating of this new 
bond issue will be from October 27 to 
November 15 and it is proposed to 
carry on the campaign In practically 
the same manner it has been conduct¬ 
ed in the past. 

It is expected that Alberta’s appor¬ 
tionment will be $12,600,000 this year, 
over a half a million less than the 
sum raised last year by the southern 
executive alone, which reached over 
$13,000,000. In discussing the share 
the province would take in selling the 
bonds it was felt that owing to the 
better crop conditions in the' north 
that part of the province should un¬ 
dertake to raise at least half the sum 
expected from Alberta.

COMMUNITY LEADERSHIP 

That all small towns are pretty 
much alike is hinted at in the follow¬ 
ing clipped from an exchange. 

What this town needs is a commun¬ 
ity leader but the man who wo{fld 
take that position even though he re¬ 
ceived no pay, would have no easy 
task. He could accomplish nothing 
without co-operation; and that essen¬ 
tial is lacking in the average com¬ 
munity. There is a pretty large pro¬ 
portion of the population in every 
town that, never intimating, becomes 
very vigorous in opposing whatevei 
is proposed. They may really hav< 
no real reason, but it is their nature 
to oppose whatever is proposed. 

Especially is the opposition' to pro¬ 
gress marked in the smaller commun 
ities, where, as the saying goes,ever¬ 
ybody knows everybody else. And th« 
the mere fact that these opponents 
are acquainted with a man, no good 
in their narrow judgement, can come 
out of him. This fact explains why 
strangers often can come into a com¬ 
munity and “put across” somethin!; 
that a resident of the community 
could not possibly do. 

Familiarity breeds contempt of 
neighbors to a large extent.

Many Hunters Out on the 
Opening Day 

Reports obtained from the 
of the town are to the effect the 
opening of the shooting season was a 
success in ail -respects. Ducks were 
plentiful” and some largo bags were 
brought home, in consequence of 
which many families of the town are 
now feasting on the results of the 
shoot. Buffalo Hills was the scene of 
a larger number of hunters than for 
some time and the increased number 
served to keep the birds moving * and 
made the shooting continuous and 
lively.

The Gladys countr 
also harbored a large number of 
shooters, but reeults were not so good 
in this locality. The weather was 
fine, a little too much so for good 
duck shooting, as the birds were “fly¬ 
ing high” and the guns were strained 
at times in trying to reach them. On 
the whole the sport was up to the us¬ 
ual standard and the shooting promis¬ 
es to be still better as the season ad¬ 
vances and the larger ducks from the 
north begin to arrive.

FORTHCOMING LOAN 

The Dominion Government loan 
now about to be offered to the Can¬ 
adian public ia to be for an amount 
not less than $250,000,000. The Can¬ 
adian people have the money, and 
there seems no reason for believing 
that they will be less ready to ex¬ 
change it for the forthcoming issue 
than they were to buy Victory bonds. 
They have on deposit with the char¬ 
tered banks the large sum of $1,750, 
000,000, which is not much less than 
the grand total to which our national 
debt ^rill have been swollen by the end 
of the present calendar year. It is 
true the war is over, but as this money 
is required for clearing up the war 
business, the impulse of patriotism 
should not be weaker than it was. in 
the market for Victory loans. All the 
other motives will be of pretty much 
the same force as they were in former 
loans. The income from the new issue 
is not to be free from taxation as is 
that from the Dominion Government 
war bonds in the hands of our people, 
but there will be the compensation of 
an increased interest rate. The nati¬ 
onal security is stronger than it was 
even a year ago, for now there is 
peace and there is not the contingency 
of defeat to be taken into account by 
the calculators. Further, as the 
money is to be spent in Canada, it 
will no doubt help the general pros¬ 
perity of the various sections of the 
Dominion. 


THE RATE OF EXCHANGE 

Canadian money la subject to a 
discount of about five per cent, in the 
United States, due to the fact that 
Canadians are buying more in the 
United States than Americana are 
buying in Canada. The balance of 
trade determines the rate of exchange. 

“The Economist” in Toronto Satur¬ 
day Night points out that this Is not 
altogether a dlsadavntage to Canada 
since it must be presumed that any 
goods purchased by Canadians were 
worth the price plus the exchange. 
Presumably too, they have since gone 
up In value. 

An American delegate to tbs Indus¬ 
trial Congress at Edmonton points 
out still further advantages accruing 
to Canada by reason of the adverse 
rate of exchange. He says it acts as 
a protective tariff inducing Canadians 
to trade at home. It Is much better 
than a tariff in that it naturally in¬ 
duces Canadians to trade at home but 
It entices Americans to make pur¬ 
chases In Canada and get the advant¬ 
age of the premium on American 
money- In these days when so many 
are prone to look at the dark cloud It 
Is pleasant to have some one come for¬ 
ward to point out the silver lining. It 
is pleasing to learn that there Is a 
sliver lining to &n adverse exchange. 
That adverse exchange will disappear, 
if‘Canadians avoid its disadvantages 1 
by buying at home and Americans use 
their advantages in buying here.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 

When militarism finds itself ans¬ 
wering to courts of law for deeds it 
so confidently and arrogantly carried 
out in the pride of victory war will 
have fewer friends than ever. 

The French Goverameht will raise 
money for reconstruction purposes by 
a lottery scheme. Here in Canada 
such a thing would not be tolerated, 
but over in France they will get the 
desired results for the loan will be 
oversubscribed without a doubt. 

The death of General Louis Botha, 
Premier of Bouth Africa, on August 
25, is a distinct loss to Africa and 
likewise the British Empire. He will 
be succeeded by General Smuts who 
won distinction during the late war. 

One of the two American soldiers 
sentenced to death for sleeping on 
outpost duty in France and subse¬ 
quently pardoned by President Wil¬ 
son, was killed in the great Aisne of¬ 
fensive in July, 1918, and the other 
was twice wounded and finally honor¬ 
ably discharged. 

From all appearances the Prince of 
Wales is a real sport and wherever 
he has- appeared in Canada he has 
made a fine impression. The citizens 
of High River and district will have 
an opportunity of seeing His Royal 
Highness at High River about the 
middle of this month. Arrangements 
are now being made for the reception 

The Yukon territory went dry on 
August 30 and the law abolishing the 
saloon has gone Into effect. Mean¬ 
while a government dispensary will 
be opened at Dawson and another at 
Whitehouse at which goods will be 
sold by the bottle. The Yukon was 
the only district in Canada where the 
sale of liquor over the bar was per¬ 
mitted during the war. Let us hope 
that the law will be better enforced 
there than it is in this province. 

Discussing the practical extinction 
of the sockeye salmon of the Fraser 
River, Hon. Wm. Sloan, Provincial 
Minister of Fisheries, said recently: 
“Once the greatest salmon producing 
river in the world, the Fraser River 
is now barren because the American 
authorities and interests have been 
and are utterly blind and too selfish 
to take preventive action.” The pack 
on the Fraser River this year will be 
about 7,000 cases, as against a million 
cases in a good season some years ago. 

Sir James AJkens at Winnipeg re¬ 
cently, before the Canadian Har Asso¬ 
ciation, declared that politics should 
have no part to play in the making of 
judicial appointments. He suggested 
that the bar of each province should 
be asked to submit names of a few of 
the highest in the profession from 
whom members of the bench should- 
be selected. There will be some who 
will oppose this view but Sir James’ 
view on the subject is a correct one. 
We have had some appointments 
made in Canada that have been offen¬ 
sive because they have been selected 
owing to the work they have perform-

There has been too much general 
denunciation and not enough examina¬ 
tion of actual figures in connection 
with the high cost of living. A party 
of farmers, who were in Washington 
toy a national convention, adopted a 
very convincing method of showing 
where the blame lay. 

Five of them weft for dinner to 
what is called a “modest” hotel. They 
ordered nothing elaborate, and the 
cost to the five, exlusive of tips, was 
111. They took careful note of the 
quantities served and afterwards 
made the calculation that o.ut of the 
IIP which they, as ultimate consum¬ 
ers, had paid, 'but 82 cents went to the 
farmers who had produced the food 
This was made up as follows: Beef,- 
two pounds, thirty-six cents; potatoes, 
thirteen cents; bread, - two cents; 
butter, seven cents; coffee, cream and 
sugar, four cents; corn, twenty cents. 

No one needs to be told that there 
are too many people who levy their 
tax on food or other products between 
the producer and the consumer. But 
the little calculation made in Wash¬ 
ington brings It home forcibly how 
much we pay for the maintenance of 
this army. There had, of course, to he 
charges made for transport, sale and 
preparation of the food in question, 
but these, it is evident, are out of all 
proportion to the original cost. 

The responsibility rests. It Is safe 
to say, lesa upon Individuals who de¬ 
liberately engage in profiteering, than 
upon the general uneconomical 
though well-established system of do¬ 
ing business. More direct methods of 
landing commodities in their progress 
from the farm to the dinner-table, or 
from any place of production to any 
pace of consumption, must be found. 

What is more, there is nothing to 
prevent people from going to even 
more "modest” hotels than that at 
which the farmers made their experi¬ 
ment. With a great many who com¬ 
plain, the problem is more one of the 
cost of high living than the high cost 
of living. *
